Jay Hs Brown, Attorney, and Guy P. Darsey, Vice-~President and General llannger, rospoctively, for the
Yoodward Manufacturing Company, came before the Council and offered to deed to the City, free of cherge,
the right-of-wny of sald Company from the Mimsouri Pacific Rnilroad to the Post Road, subject to the
atipulation that such right-of-wny be used molely for railroad purposes and in the event such use be
terminated, snld right-of-way revert to the Company.

Pollowing a digcussion of thoe matter, it was the sense of the Council that it was to tho beat interest
of the City that the foregoing offor of asaid YWoodward Manufacturing Company carrying with it certain re.
strietions, be declined,

Tho City Engineer was instructed to procead with the removal of the old street ocar rails from 1lth
Street, provided a permit for the replacement of the pavemont can ba securoed from the War Production Borrds
the rails so removed to be salvaged for the Serap Iron Drive.

Dp, Conway T. VWharton and ¥, HE. Long, representing the International Couneil of Churches, ¢ame before
the Council and requestod tho 1smuance of a proclametion by the lMayor, procleiming tho week of September 27
to Octobor U os MATIOMAL RELIGIOUS EDUCATION WEEK.
